Blue-Eyed, Six Feet, Greek 
Jews Face Italian Threat 











By ROMAN SLOBODIN 


TALY’S threatening gestures in the direction of Greece foreshadow 

the possible swallowing into the totalitarian maw of another European 
Jewish community, a small one, to be sure, but distinguished nowa- 
days by the fact that it is one of the last oases on the continent of 
Europe for something resembling decent life for the Jews. 


Most of Greek Jewry live in Salonika, Its importance to the 
Jews arises from the fact that they constitute nearly one-fourth its 
population, numbering 55,000. The entire Jewish population of 
Greece numbers 72,000, so Greek Jewry is almost synonymous with 
Salonika Jewry. 


The Salonika Jews are a colorful and interesting group. They are 
the only traditionally seafaring Jewish population I know about. A 
large proportion of Salonika Jewry works in maritime trades, as sailors, 
lightermen, and harbor workers. In fact, the hard work of Salonika, 
port is done mostly by Jews. 


As might be expected, they are a rough and sturdy crew. Sa- 
lonika Jews run to the burly six-foot type. with ruddy complexions, 
sun-bleached blue eyes. While I never visited the Greek seaport, 
I saw plenty of them in the harbors of Tel Aviv and Haifa, for it is 
they who are doing the heavy work of trying to build a Jewish 
maritime industry for Palestine. 





They are not only sailors, but shipwrights on a small scale, building 
| the sturdy little craft of the type used in almost every Mediterranean 
port for ferrying goods between anchored ships and the shore. The 
| officials of Tel Aviv port proudly take visitors to see what they call 
| hopefully the “infant Jewish shipbuilding industry.” It is a large shed 
|in which Salonika craftsmen build lighters of this kind, and other types 
of small boats. 


Naturally, most Salonika Jews are extremely poor, and so are 
most other Greek Jews, with the exception of a handful of pros- 
perous merchants. But they have a long and distinguished history, 
with- almost unbroken records back to classical times. 


One of the distinguished features of Greek Jewry has been that 
during most of their history they were not banned, as were Jews else- 
where in Europe, from skilled trades, and thus forced to make a living 
by commerce. In medieval times they developed the Greek silk industry, 
raising mulberry groves, rearing silkworms, and spinning and weaving. 
The most distinguished Jewish name in Greek history was Don Joseph 
Nasi, who was made Duke of Naxos by the Turkish Sultan Selim II in 
1574, and who introduced the silk industry from Greece into Tiberias 
in Palestine, in an effort, crowned with considerable success, to revive 
Jewish life in the Holy Land. 


The great Sephardic migration after expulsion of the Jews from 
Spain brought many Jews from that country to Greece, and the in- 
digenous Jewish population was largely absorbed by the newcomers, 
so that the religious ritual and culture of Greek, Jewry today is 
almost entirely Sephardic. Even today many Jews in Greece, as in 
other Mediterranean lands, speak the corrupted form of Spanish 
called Ladino as their second mother tongue, although some com-

Senators Are Besieged 
With Bias Pamphlets; 
A. D. L. Paper Forged

WASHINGTON, D. C.— Repre- 


sentative Samuel Dickstein told the 
J. T. A. that an unprecedented 
flood of anti-Semitic literature, 
some of it palpable forgeries, has 
descended upon Congres within the 
past two or three weeks. Dickstein 
was particularly angered by a 
forged circular signed “The Cen- 
tral Committee of the Anti-Defa- 
mation League.” This circular con- 
tained purported instructions to 
Jews not to concern themselves 
with the “mutable interests of 
stupid, Goyim nations.” It also 
called on Jews to do everything in 
their power “to help the great 
President who has helped us so 
greatly in establishing control.” 

Several members of the House 
had ealled this obvious forgery to 
Dickstein’s attention. 


Meanwhile, Representative Jacob 
Thorkelson of Montana consumed 
twelve of the forty-four pages of 
the appendix in the Congressional 
Record with his typical anti-Jewish 
diatribes last week, If he continues 
his present output, his words in 
the appendix should reach an all- 
time record of 500,000, at a cost to 
taxpayers of $17,000 for printing 
alone. Today’s output cost $480. 

Representative Adolph J. Sabath 
(Dem., Ill.), chairman of the House 
rules committee, said that he would 
in the future block, at every op- 
portunity, attempts by Representa- 
tive Thorkelson to fill the Congres- 
sional Record with pro-Nazi litera- 
ture. His statement came after an 
exchange in which Sabath halted 
Thorkelson for a time, but. when 
Sabath was forced to leave the 
floor because of duties with his im- 
portant committee, Thorkelson rose 
three more times to fill the Record 
with Goebbels-type literature with- 
out opposition.

Republican’ Nominee 
Says Support of Bias 
Spreaders Not Wanted

NEW YORK— Wendell Willkie, 
Republican presidential nominee, 
this week flatly repudiated the sup- 
port of Charles E. Coughlin and of 
all other persons “who stand for 
any form of prejudice as to any- 
one’s race or religion.” 

Replying to a question concern- 
ing Coughlin’s stand, as expressed 
in the latest issue of the “radio 
priest’s” organ Social Justice, Will- 
kie told a press conference: 

“T am not interested in the sup- 
port of anybody who stands for 
any form of prejudice as to any- 
one’s race or religion, or is for the 
support of any foreign economic 
or political philosophy in this coun- 
try. I don’t want Father Cough- 
lin’s support. As a matter of fact, 
I repudiate his support. If his phi- 
losophy includes opposition to any 
race or religion, I cannot replace 
my own philosophy merely to gain 
his support.” 

Willkie’s attention was then 
called to an attack made on him 
last night by Joseph E. McWil- 
liams, anti-Semitic candidate for 
Congress in Yorkville who had 
been publicly repudiated by Willkie 
at a press conference last week. 
McWilliams is trying to obtain the 
Republican nomination in his dis- 
trict. 

“l’m grateful for Mr. McWil- 
liams’ denunciation of me,’ Willkie 
said. “I neyer wanted his support, 
and he hasn’t mine . His philosophy 
is un-American and against my 
own personal philosophy. I have 
no sympathy with him or anyone 
else who garners following by pit- 


ting one race against another 
race.”

2-Month Schedule 
Would Admit 1,584

JERUSALEM—A schedule pro- 


viding for issuance of 1,584 immi- 
gration certificates to Jews during

Added to the two-month schedule 
will be certificates not used in the 
April-July period, plus additional 
certificates sufficient for admission 
of wives and children (under 18) 
of immigrants arriving during the 
current period or before it began. 

The total immigration schedule 
for the August-September period, 
aczording to the Gazette, called 
for issuance of 2,050 certificates. 
Of this number, however, 100 are 
for Arabs and 366 for immigrants 
who entered the country illegally 
during May, June and July.

Speaks on 


MY TREE 








I HAVE BEEN sitting at this typewriter for an 

hour thinking of something to write about. I 
am empty. 

It seems that everything that might be written 
about the world and about Jews has been written. 
What more is there to be said? There can only be 
more wringing of hands and to what good is that? 
More sighing and what the hell? More of being 
mad at everything and it’s too hot for that. More 
of shaking a fist at Hitler and Nazis and fifth 
columnists and that doesn’t get you anywhere 
either. 

Once I laughed. I had a fellow named Shabbos- 
deckel who was my whipping boy for all self- 
criticism. But I can’t take it out on him anymore. 
People have written me, What’s become of Shab- 
bosdeckel ? 

Poor old Shabbosdeckel! He’s worried enough, 
as everybcdy else is. So I’ve just dropped him. 

Once, in dull weeks, I could take a potshot at 
our clergy. But I must let them alone now. They 
are as bewildered as everybody else is nowadays. 
The old prayers seem without avail. The old 
teachings about the righteous overcoming the 
evil doers seem cancelled by Stukas and other 
murderous mechanisms. 

The oldest members of the congregations are 
suffering dreadful doubts: Is all the old teaching 
really true? What of the prayers they have been 
sending up all their days? Religion is suffering 
a blitzkreig together with a lot of other decent 
things that stood so long in the world. 

Once upon a time I could write about anti- 
Semitism when there was nothing else. One 
could take hold of an anti-Semite and beat the 
stuffing out of him through the length of a 
whole column. But I feel ashamed to complain of 
my special Jewish pain when I read of English- 
men taking hourly bombs in their stride. 

Then there was Hitler to write about. One could 
hang him on a column and lash him and leave 
him swinging all battered. But this in time comes 
to trouble one’s self-respect. It is like intermin- 
ably beating a swine. 

Once one could dream. He thought he could see 
a considerable distance into the future and detect 
bright gleams even on dark days. If he was a Jew 
he could remember the way God did with Pharaoh 
at the Red Sea or what happened to Hanan in 
Shushan. In both instances help came in the 
nick of time. 

But now there is no light at all—nothing but 
thickest darkness all the way as far as Africa. 
Nothing good to dream of, nothing of which to 
say, Well, this is a good sign. 

* * * 

NCE ONE could feel that no matter what hap- 
~ pened, Palestine would always stand as a 
“happy refuge. I didn’t have to be a Zionist to see 
that Palestine was one good place left anyway. 
This was comfort. But now Mussolini is bombing 
Haifa to get Palestine ready as the way to empire 
for him and Hitler. (My Zionist friends aren’t 
saying much about that! it is something too tragic 
even to think about.) 

*So what’s there to write about, except that 
which would rub salt in wounds that hurt enough? 
Perhaps I should write about my tree. Old and 
strong it stands on my lawn. It is a gum tree. 

I sit under it in the cool of the evening and 
when a breeze is blowing I get its whispering; 
especially when I doze I can understand its 
whispers. 

It is not a Jewish tree, as one might think who 





expects Jewish subjects to be discussed in a Jew- 
ish paper. It comforted the Chritsians who lived 
in my house before I did. The other day, a Negro 
paused under it to get its shade against the heat 
of the afternoon. Its leafy branches extend far 
over the sidewalk. 

The Negro stood under it some five minutes. 
He seemed grateful that at least trees are gen- 
erous and make no discriminations. 

My tree is, in fact, a universal tree that treats 
all people alike. I have seen its strong body bow 
in the wind as old men do before God in the syna- 
gogue. It gives me a great deal of comfort in 
these troubled times, especially when I doze and 
understand its whispering.

[" TELLS me there may be a better time in a 

hundred years. This tree itself has stood on 
this spot some hundred years and knows that a 
hundred years are only like spring, summer, 
autumn and winter—so quick. 

“A hundred years.” I exclaim. “I can’t wait 
that long. I’ll probably not be here in a hundred 
years anyway. I just can’t wait that long for a 
better time.” 

My whispering tree replies that my trouble is 
that I am too presumptuous. I, like all other 
people, exaggerate my importance. I should rea- 
lize that my time on earth is but a fraction of 
an instant in the pool of time. I am but an in- 
finitesimal speck of all the dust. 

Or, to put it in another way, says the tree; I 
should count all the leaves that grew on it in all 
the hundred years. I am like one of these leaves. 
That’s all I am. In an autumn I shall wither and 
blow away and join all the leaves that have blown 
away and mingled with the earth. 

If I thus realized my unimportance the pain of 
the current moment wouldn’t hurt me so much. 
(So my tree tells me.) 

But I say, yes—but these horrible, ruthless 
changes that are going on in the world! They 
make me almost wish that a wind would come 
and blow me away with the leaves so that I might 
mingle with the earth. 

In the whispering of my tree I hear the reply: 
I’m a queer guy. I accept humbly all the changes 
that time and viccisitude cause in myself, but I 
resent the world changing. I get old and wrinkled 
and gray and I am no longer the gay fellow the 
girls admired. I take all that, saying, well, that’s 
the way it goes. 

But I can’t tolerate the world changing. I in- 
sist that the world must remain as it was in 
my youth and in the youth of my parents and 
grandparents. If I looked at the changing world 
as I look at my graying head I would take it all 
as philosophically: Well, so it goes. I must change 
and the world must change. Out of my graying 
head comes something of wisdom, and peace 
adorns my wrinkling countenance. Perhaps by 
the travail of change the world, too, will come in 
time to wisdom and to peace. (This is what I get 
from the whispering in the tree.) 

Nevertheless, I hope for some miraculous turn 
that will bring everything back to the old ways. 
I tune in with the hopeful idea of hearing that 
the British air force has driven all the Nazis back 
where they came from. (Though I am horribly 
fearful it may all be over for the worst before 
this is_printed.) 

I tune in and get the bright Schwanda polka. 
That’s better.

The Editor’s Chair: 

I had never expected official con- 
firmation and certainly not real 
backing of my proclivity for fall- 
ing asleep at meetings.

Community Should Welcome Non-Jewish Wife, 
Rabbi Louis I. Newman Says.—If a non-Jewish 
wife wishes to enter the Jewish community, and 
is trained and received as a newcomer into Juda- 
ism, should a member of the family who has hith- 
erto objected, persist in his opposition, other cir- 
cumstances being favorable? The answer, of 
course, is: No. While marriage between Jews 
and non-Jews should by no means be encouraged, 
it has happened countless times in the annals of 
Israel, as the Book of Ruth in the Bible testifies. 
The readiness of the person of non-Jewish origin 
to enter the Jewish religion, and to agree to bring 
up any children as Jews should be sufficient, on 
religious grounds, to overcome any objection by 
pious relatives. It is difficult for the young 
couple, who are married, to forget the continuing 
protests of the Jewish family, and their happi- 
ness is soured by the knowledge that their union 
is frowned upon. Rabbis in almost all the con- 
gregations of America number among their con- 
gregants persons of non-Jewish ethnic background, 
and their Confirmation classes include pupils of 
part-Jewish birth, who have been reared as pro- 
fessing and enthusiastic Jews. If a marriage to a 
non-Jew or a non-Jewess means departure from 
contact with Jews and Judaism, it is to be greatly 
deplored, but where it means an addition to the 
community of Israel, any previous objections 
should be withdrawn by Jewish kinsfolk. This is 
particularly the case where the non-Jewish party 
is the wife, since she takes the Jewish name of 
her husband, and her lot is thrown in with his 
people.

Only a Little More Than a Dozen of 75 Mem- 
bers of Board of Federated Jewish Fund Attend 
Meeting, The Jewish Transcript, of Seattle, Com- 


plains.—On Tuesday night, August 13, a meeting 
of the Board of Trustees of the Federated Jewish 
Fund was held in this city. Out of a membership 
approximating 75, there was an attendance of 
little more than a dozen! 

It was the most important meeting of the year. 
It was reported that the fund had collected about 
$87,000. The goal had been set at $100,000. Al- 
locations of the fund had been originally based en 
the $100,000 total subscription. The officials felt 
that a re-allocation was necessary, and the meet- 
ing referred to was called to report on the re- 
allocations, which had been guided by a total di- 
vision of 84,000, in order to provide for necessary 
shrinkage. 

Notices had been sent to every member of the 
Board, but in spite of the importance of the meet- 
ing, there was this meager attendance. Here was 
to be presented a report on how the budget com- 
mittee was going to dispose of this vast sum, ex- 
tracted from 1,400 Seattle contributors. None but 
the very few seemed to show the slightest interest 
in the disposition of the money. 

Contributors do not hestitate to criticise, but 
they do not come to a meeting nor in any way 
venture to express their opinions through which 
those in control might be guided.
